Secretary of State John Hay Delivers a Memorable 
Address at Jackson, Mich.— Noble Origin of the 
Great Party Which Sprang from National Conscience 
Aroused—Senator Fairbanks S peaks.

ACKSON (Mich.) July 6.—Nearly 
J ten thousand persons assembled in 

a picturesque oak grove in the out- 
skirts of Jackson today to celebrate 
the semi-centennial anniversary of 
the Republican party. It was in a 
small oak grove at the opposite end 
of Jackson that, fifty years ago today, 
the first State convention that was 
beld under the name of “Republican” 
took place. There the first Republi- 
can State ticket was then placed in 
nomination. 

Secretary of State Hay was the ora- 
tor of the day, and Senator Charles W. 
Fairbanks of Indiana, Republican can- 
didate for Vice-President, and Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon of the National 
House of Representatives, also deliv- 
ered addresses. On the platform was 
seated a representative delegation of 
the Republican party of Michigan,

SECRETARY HAY'S ADDRESS.

JACKSON (Mich.) July 6—At the 
morning exercises at Loomis Park 
Mayor Todd delivered a hearty wel- 
come and Gov. Bliss briefly responded. 
Atty.-Gen. Chartes A. Blair of Jackson 
then read an able paper on the history 
of the Republican party. 

Thomas J. O’Brien of Grand Rapids, 
the next speaker, was introduced as 
one of the participants in the original 
“under the oaks” convention of 1864. 
Mr. O’Brien, as well as Mr. Blair, had 
for his subject “The History of the 
Republican Party in Michigan.” 

SECRETARY HAY SPEAKS. 

In the afternoon the programme at 
the grove was resumed. A tremendous 
audience was present when Senator 
Burrows introduced Secretary of State 
John Hay, the orator of the afternoon. 
Secretary Hay said: 

A century is but a moment of his- 
tory; it has often happened that sev- 
eral of them have passed away, since 
men began to record their deeds, with 
little change in the physical aspect or 
the ral progress of the world. But 
at other times—of intense action and 
spiritual awakening—a single genera- 
tion may form an epoch; and few pe- 
riods of equal duration in political an- 
nals have been so crowded with great 
events as the fifty years we celebrate 
today. Under the oaks of Jackson on 
the 6th of July, 1854, a party was 
brought into being and baptized, which 
ever since has answered the purposes 
of ite existence with fewer follies and 
failures and more magnificent achieve- 
ments than ordinarily fall to the lot 
of any institution of mortal

But in 1854 the question that 
brought the thinking men together was 
whether there should de a limit to the 
aggressions of siavéry; and in 1861 
that solemn inquify turned to one still 
more portentous—should the nation 
live or die? The humblest old Repub- 
lican in America has the right to be 
proud that in the days of his youth In 
the presence of these momentous ques- 
tions he judged right; and if he is 
sleeping In-his honored grave his chil- 
dren may justly be glad of his decision, 

It was not so easy fifty years ago to 
take sides against the slave power as 
it may seem today. Respect for the 
vested rights of the southern people 
was one of our most sacred traditions. 


It was founded on the compromises of 


the Constitution, and upon a long line 
of legal and legislative precedents. 
The men of the Revolution made no 
defense of slavery in itself; Washing 
ton, Adams, Jefferson and Franklin 
deplored its existence, but recognized 
the necessity of compromise until the 


public mind might rest in the hope of 
its ultimate extinction. But after 


they had passed away, improvements 
in the culture and manufacture of cot- 


iad been merely tolerated as a tem- 
‘porary necessity began to be upheld as 
a permanent system. Slavery en- 
trenched itself in every department of 
our public life. Its advocgtes domi- 


gave the tone to society; even 
southern accent was imitated in our 
schools and colleges. 

If the slaveholders had been con- 
tent with their unquestioned predom- 
finance, they micht for many years 
have controlled our political and social 
world. It was natural for the conserv- 
ative people of the North to say: “We 
deplore the existence of slavery, but 
we are all to blame for it; we should 
not cast upon our brethren in the South 
the burdens and perils of its ‘aboli- 
tion. We must bear with the unfor- 
tunate condition of things and take 
our share of its !.conveniences.” But 
the slaveholding-party could not rest 
content. The ancients said that mad- 
ness was the fate of those judged by 
the gods. Continual aggression is a 
necessity of a false position. They felt 
instinctively that if their system were 
permanently to endure it must be 
extended, ani to attain this object they 
were ready to risk everything. They 
rent in twain the compromises which 
had protected hem so long. They tore 
down the biilwarks which had at once 
restricted and defended them; and 
confiding in their strength and our pa- 
tience they boldly announced and in- 
augurated the policy of the indefinite 
extension of their institu- 
tion.” 

_Once embarked upon this fatal en- 
terprise they left nothing undone which 
could contribute to the catastrophe 
upon which they were rushing. The 
Whig party had gone to ruin in 1852 
on account of the Ampossibility of 
combining the scattered elements of 
opposition to the party of pro-slavery 
aggression; but t.ey themselves fur- 
nished the weapon which was to defeat 
them. In May, 1854 after several months 
of passionate debate, to which the 
country listened with feverish inter- 
est, Congress passed the bill organizing 
the Territories of -:ansas and Ne- 
braska, omitting the restrictions of the 
Missour! Compromise ‘which excluded 
slavery from them. This action at once 
precipitated the floating anti-slavery 
seritiment of the country. A mighty ory 
of resolute indignation arose from one 
end of the land to the other. The hol- 
low truce, founded upon the legitimate 
compromises which had been observed 
in good faith by one side and ruthlessly 
violated by the other, was at an end. 
Men began to search their consciences 
instead of the arguments of political 
expediency. A discussion of the right 


and wrong of slavery became general; | 


the light was let in, fatal to darkness. 
A system which degraded men, dishon- 


eyes to the moral aspects of that 


— 


deadly sin, was that even in the very 
“tempest and whirlwind of their pas- 
sion” the great leaders of the Repub- 
lican party kept their agitation 
strictly within the limits of the Con- 
stitution and the law. There was no 
general demand for even an amend- 
ment to the organic instrument. They 
pleaded for the repeal of unjust stat- 
utes as inconsistent with the Con u- 
tion, but did not advocate their - 
tion. Only among the more obscure and 
ardent members of the party was there 
any demand for the abolition of slav- 
ery, but the whole party stood like a 
rock for the principle that the dam- 
nable institution must be content n 
what it had already got, and must not 
be allowed to pollute another inch of 
free soil. On this impregnable ground 
they made their stand: and the mass 
convention which assembled here in 
1854, while the vibrations of the thunder 
of the guns and the shoutings of the 
birthday of Liberty yet lingered in 
the air, gave a nucleus and a name 
to the new party, destined to a great 
and beneficent career. Before ae 
month ended, the anti-slavery men of 
five more great States adopted the 
name “Republican,” and under that 
banner Congress was carried, and two 
years lter a national party assembled 
at Pittsburgh and nominated Fremont 
and Dayton, who failed by a few votes 
of sweeping the North. 

Who of us that was living then. will 
ever forget the ardent enthusiasm of 
those days? It was one of those pe- 
riods, rare in the life of any nation, 
when men forget themselves and. in 
spite of habit, of interest, and of prej- 
udice, follow their consciences 
wherever they may lead. In the clear, 
keen air that was abroad the best 
men in the country drew deeper 
breaths and rose to a moral height 
they had not before attained. The 
movement was universal. Sumner in 
the East, Seward in New York, Chase 
in Ohio, Bates in Missouri, Blair in 
Maryland. all sent forth their identi- 
cal appeal to the higher motive; and 
in Hilinois, where the most popular 
man in the State boidly and cynically 
announced, 1 dont care whether 
slavery is voted up or voted down,” a 
voice, new to the nation, replied, 
“There are some of us who do care.

think it is not too much to say that the 
last forty years have given an answer, 
full of glory and honor, to that ques- 
tion.

REPUBLICANS LOOKING WEST- 
WARD. 
SENATOR BARD'S SPEECH. 

We are celebrating, this evening, the 
fiftieth anniversary of the birth of the 
Republican party. 

It would be fitting, upon the occa- 
sion, to review the causes which led 
to the formation of the party and to 
recount its achievements; but I shall 
refer only to some of the important 
measures that were enacted into law 
while the party was entrusted with the 
responsibilities of the government, and 
which relate particularly to the devel- 
opment of the West. I cannot do this 
profitably without first calling atten- 
a to its earliest declarations of pol- 


The first issues which it made with 
its principal opponent were founded 
upon questions involving the true con- 
struction of the general powers of the 
government under the Constitution. 
Its first national platform declared, 
contrary to the assertions of the Dem- 
ocratic party, that the Constitution 
confers upon Congress sovereign power 
over the Territoriel, and that it is both 
the right and duty of Congress to 
prohibit in the Territories those twin 
— of barbarism, polygamy and 


In the same platform of 1856 it de- 
clared that Congress was authorised 
by the Constitution to make appropri- ‘ 
ations for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors of a national character 
evidently intending thereby to contro- 
vert the weak and negative declaration 
on the subject repeated but a few days 
before in the platform of the Demo- 


ti 


growth, but its character is fixed, and 
its tendencies are directed largely by 
its traditions and by the principles 
which it adopts in the beginning. 

The men of 1854 who first called 
themselves by the name of Republic- 
ans were Western men. The party, 
when first assembled in its national 
convention of 1856, though concerned 
particularly about the future welfare 
of the Territories indicated that its 
interest and sympathies extended still 
further westward by the declaration 
(the first ever made on the subject) 
that a railroad to the Pacifie Ccean 
should be built for the interests of the 
whole country, and that the Federal 
government ought to render immediate 
and efficient ald in its construction. 

And the Republican party, as if im- 
bued with the spizit of its founders, 
has ever looked westward, with ap- 
preciation that all the possibilities of 
the West must be realized before the 
scheme which Destiny has planned for 
the republic shall be perfected. This 
has been manifested in many meas- 
ures proposed in Republican platforms 
and enacted inte laws while the Re- 
publican party was responsible for the 
administration of the government. 

In its second platform, adopted in 
1864, recognizing the great truth that 
the private ownership of land makes 
for loyal and conservative citizenship, 
the Republican party demanded that 
Congress should pass a homestead law 
to facilitate the settlement of the pub- 
lic lands in the West. 

In that year it succeeded, for the 
first time, in electing a President of 
the United States, Abraham Lincoln, 
a typical Western statesman—now im- 
mortalized! 

And among iis earliest enactments 
the first Republican Congress devised 
and inaugurated the beneficent and 
liberal homestead system, which has 
proved of inestimable value in the 
“building of the West,” transforming 
the wilderness of the public domain 
inte prosperous communities. The en- 
vironment, struggles and traditions of 
the Western people have given them 


— . flag through the treaty with 
n. 

Those bilities have been 
loyally borne by our government. But 
with the responsibilities have come to 
us, also, greater commercial opportu- 
nities; and from our vantage point in 
the Philippines we ask for an open 
door for our products in all the Asiatic 
market places, with confidence sow 
that our wishes will be respected by 
every foreign power. 

The events and consequences of the“ 
war with Spain brought to our people 
a keener realization than ever before, 


rapid communication between our At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts, for our mer- 
chant ships and men-of-war than the 
long, tedious and expensive voyage 
around Cape Horn. once 
more demanded the construction of an 
interoceanic canal, and that it should 
be an American canal. more 
they were reminded of that blundering 
diplomacy of 1860 which resulted in 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and depri 
this nation of its right to ‘enter Inve 
such an undretaking without the e. 
Great Britain or sharing the 
cont of the canal with that great 
wer. Many attempts had been made 
our government to secure the abro- 
gation of that treaty, but had failed.

ACCIDENTS ON NEW YORK’S 
STREET CAR LINES. 


Bureau Conducted by the Traction 
Company fer the Purpose of Keep- 
ing a Record of All Mishaps on its 
System—Fights Every Case as a 
Rule.

he busiest employees of the 

place is a th whose sole duty is to 
take over the telephone the first reports 
of accidents on the various branches. 
This lad is on thé jump early and late. 
On an average, a new accident report 
comes over the telephone every ten min- 
utes. Now it is the Sixth avenue, or the 
Broadway, then the Third avenue, or 
Seventh avenue, and once again Broad- 
way, with Eighth avenue awalting its 
turn. It would seem impossible that so 
many independent accidents could - 
cur street cars as rapidly as they 
reds are never reported to th:

The accident bureau faces the Hous- 
ton-street side. Its largest room is 
about seventy-five feet in length, and 
along one entire side, from floor to ceil- 
ing, are more than 2000 file drawers 
that contain the accident records. 
is a space about three feet wide where 
three file men are constantly at wor, 
and a strong wire fence, that extends 
from the ceiling to the floor, separates 
them from the horde of victims and 
their friends who, seated on benches, 
are awaiting the time when their cases 
will be called. | 
The preservation of the files is 85 
complete that all are built of sheet 
steel, and to prevent any irregularity 
even on the part of employés in ge:- 
ting possession of the papers of any 
particular case it is required that the 
attachés of the bureau go to the ex- 
treme end of the large room, where a 
clerk in his shirt sleeves is poring over 
an immense book in an office exclu- 
sively his own. The employé who 
wants the papers in, say, case 62,500C, 
must present a written order to this 
clerk, who glances at the number re- 
quired, and fills out another order, 
which the empleyé signs. This is then 
thrust through one of the four openi 
in the wire grating, the employé call- 
ing out the number required as he pre- 
sents it. 

The withdrawal of the papers from 
the file section usually means that the 
case they represent is about to be heard. 
As a general thing, they are turned 
over to whatever assessor has been 
employed on the accident, and this offi- 
elal goes into executive session with one 
of the higher officials before examining 
the person who claims that he was hurt 
by one of the company’s cars. 

Every accident case is identified by a 
number. The calling ont of 3333C to the 
file clerks is all Greek to outsiders who 
hear it, excent thta “C” stands for Co- 
lumdus avenue and 122 that the 
accident happened on t branch.

O “KEYNOTES.” 

Hon. Elihu Root, ‘temporary 
chairman of the Republican National 
Convention, upon assuming the duties 
of that position, delivered a strong 
and masterly address, which has been 
very generally accepted as sounding 
the “keynote” of the Republican cam- 
Paign. At the opening of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in St. 
Louis, yesterday, Hon. John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi, the recognized 
Democratic leader in the lower house 
of Congress, was made temporary 
chairman of the convention, and upon 
assuming the duties of the position 
delivered an address which will 
doubtless be accepted as the “key- 
note” of the Democratic campaign. 

These two “keynote” addresses, by 
able and representative men of the 
respective parties, were strikingly 
characteristic of the methods and 
modes of thought which distinguish 
the leadership and the membership 
of the opposing parties for which each 
of the speakers stood respectively as 
represcniative. Mr. Root's address 
was buoyant, hopeful, confident, ag. 
gressive. It breathed the spirit of 
progress. It exulted in the achieve- 
ments of the Republican party as a 
positive, constructive force in our 


OOKS LIKE PARKER. 

To make predictions as to what 
a Democratic National Convention 
will do ls somewhat hazardous. A 
Democratic convention, as a rule, is 
a decidedly uncertain quantity, and 
the one now in session at St. Louls 
ia no exception to the rule. Making 
due allowances for all vicissitudes, 
mutations, uncertainties, combina- 
tions, log-rollings, dark-hued equines, 
and ,other things of the sort, the in- 
dications as to the action of the St. 
Louis convention point strongly to 
the nomination of Judge Alton B. 
Parker as the Democratic candidate 
for President. In fact, it looks very 
much as if he will be nominated on 
the first ballot. 

The opposition to Judge Parker 
comes mostly from the Bryan and 
Hearst factions. As Bryan's influence 
in the convention is tested it is found 
to be much weaker than it was sup- 
posed to be. Outside of the Nebraska 
delegation he has few supporters who 
will stay with him, and if he were & 
candidate forthe nomination the num- 
ber of votes which he would receive 
would be pitifully small. But Bryan 
is too shrewd to put himself before 
the convention as a candidate, for no 
one is better aware than he that in 
that role he would be “a dead duck,” 
and that his deadness would be made 
conspicuously apparent to the entire 
nation. His position in the conven- 
tion is that of a marplot—a disturber. 
He evidently intends to make all the 
trouble he can possibly make, both as 
regards the adoption of the platform 
and the naming of the candidates. 
Hearst has practically no support in 
the convention that is sincere. The 
delegations which are pledged to him 
are ready and anxious to break away, 
and they will do so at the earliest op- 
portunity. And the Cleveland demon 
stration, although pyrotechnical, does 
not appear to have the solid and very 
essential backing of votes. 

Thus it appears that the opposition 
to Judge Parker ia of a very unstable 
character. It has little cohesive 
power—not even the cohesive power 
of the hope of public plunder. It 
lacks unity, and its controlling pur- 
pose is negative rather tnan positive. 
If the opposition to Judge Parker 
should succeed in defeating him, it 
wou have nothing definite to offer 
in place of his candidacy. It could 
bring forward no strong candidate to 
take his place. It would be unable, 
in all probability, to unite on any 
candidate, for even now it is a house 
divided against itseu. 

Both sides to this controversy af- 
fect to be very confident of winning. 
The anti-Parkerites make loud and 
persistent claims to the effect that 
they have secured pledges from more 
than one-third of the delegations to 
oppose the nomination of Judge Par- 
ker to the last. If this were true—if 
such pledges were made and kept—his 
nomination would be impossible, 
since the nomination can be 
only by a two-thirds vote. But the 
claim is probably without substantial 
foundation. It is clearly evident that 
Mr. Bryan and his anti-Parker follow- 
ing are putting up a game of Diuff, 
and jit seems altogetuer probable that 
the bluff will be called early in the 


national life and history. With | game. 


equal confidence the speaker faced 
the past and the future. He looke.l 
upon the splendid achievements of 
the Republican party, in the course of 
its historic past,-as an earnest of as 
great achievements in the future. He 
demonstrated the fitness of this

. Williams, on 
the other hand, was devoted almost 
entirely to attacking the policies of the 
Republican party and the speech of 
Mr. Root. From first to last it con- 
sistei almost wholly of denunciation 
Its views were nar- 
row, its tone distinetly pessimistic. 
It revealed plainly the fact that the 
Democracy seeks to tear down, with 
no definite plan or promise of build- 
ing up; to destroy, without restoring. 
Mr. Williams showed conclusively, 
what has been often asserted, that the 
Democratic party is “a party of ne- 
gations,” and that if it could work its 
will tt would destroy much of the 
good which the Republican party has 
accomplished, without replacing that 
which it would destroy with anything 
better, or as good. 

In these characteristics of the op- 
posing parties lies the secret, in 
large measure, of Republican success 
and of Democratic failure. The 
American people are not anxious to 
place the control of public affairs in 
the hands of a political organization 
that does little but find fault with 
the achievements of others; a party 
that is without definite, intelligent, 
demonstrable and defendable policies 
of government. The people prefer 
to intrust the management of their 
affairs to a party which has demon- 
strated its capacity for government, 
which has well-defined plans, policies 
and principles, which is willing to 
put its policies to the test of practice, 
and which is always prepared to keep 
step to the inspiring music of prog- 
ress. 

The Democratic party will never 
again get into power while it bases 
its expectations of success almost 
solely upon denunciation of Republican 
methods and policies. The sooner its 
leaders recoghize this truth, and act 
upon it, the better it will be for them 
and for their party.

LICENSES. 
COLLECTIONS INCREASE. 

License collections for the month of 
June exceeded those of anv other month 
since the merchants’ license was held 
by the Supreme Court to be constitu- 
tional. The revenue derived from 
licenses alone amounted to $29,500. 

The city ordinances require many 
trades and professions and lines of 
business to pay a license, but it is left 
for the deputies of the Tax and License 
Collector's office to make the collection. 
This alone demands faur competent 
deputies. For a number of months 
after the new license ordinances went 
into effect persons refused to make pay- 
ment, claiming that the license was un- 
constitutional. Then the uncolwcte! 
licenses each month amounted to thous- 
ands of dollars. At the end of June 
only $410 was carried over to the next 
month as “uncollected.”” The largest 
Single uncollected item is the $19 Jue 
from the Independent Gas “ompany for 
June license.

Pictures and Librery Worth Five 
Theusand Dollars Consumed With 
A. . Smith Place, and Palatial 
Coleman Residence Menaced. 
Twenty-five Men Fight the Blaze. 


SAN DIMAS, July G. Hire at noon 
tolay destroyed the home of Faul F. 
Mohr, which was the finest-furnished 
residence this side of Pasadena. The 
property is known as the A. B. Smith 
place, having been bought three years 
ago by Mohr from Smith, who is pro- 
prietor ot hotel in Minneapolis. Re- 
centiy Mr. Mohr sold the home to H. 
A. Landwehr of Los Angeles, and the 
furniture had all been packed and the 
bulk of it shipped to Mohr's new home in 
Los Angeles, but that which remained 
included oil paintings and library val- 
ued at $5000, which were quickly con- 
sumed.
